I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938, 
which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Circular  1 728,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  25th  October, 
1938.

These  rates  have  been  calculated  on  the  estimated  resident 
population  for  the  mid-year  1938,  supplied  to  me  by  the  Registrar 
General. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  (7*9)  is  obtained  by  multiplying 
the  uncorrected  rate  by  the  factor  of  correction  for  Shoreham,  viz., 
0*86.  The  corrected  death  rate  represents  what  the  death  rate 
for  Shoreham  would  be  if  the  population  contained  proportionately 
the  same  number  of  males  and  females  in  each  of  the  age  groups 
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as  enumeration  in  1931  census  revealed  in  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole.  The  factor  of  correction  being  less  than  1,  indicates  that 
the  population  of  Shoreham  consists  of  a  larger  proportion  of 
people  at  the  ages  at  which  death  is  more  likely  to  occur  than  does 
the  population  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  various  mortality  rates  of  the  district  during  the  past 
year  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  are  shown 
in  a  comparative  table  on  page  4.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

Shoreham  is  situate  on  the  South  Coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  The  River  Adur,  flowing  down  from 
Bramber  to  the  South,  bounds  the  town  on  its  west  side,  and  then 
winding  under  the  Norfolk  Bridge  flows  eastwards,  until  it  again 
turns  southwards  to  enter  the  sea  through  Shoreham  Harbour 
mouth  at  Kingston.  In  this  way  the  river  cuts  off  from  Shoreham 
Town  the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur,  known  as  Shoreham 
Beach.  This  shingle  beach  is  within  the  Urban  District  of 
Shoreham-by-Sea. 

The  town  possesses  a  public  recreation  area,  Buckingham 
Park,  comprising  38  acres.  It  is  situate  at  the  foot  of  the  Downs 
north  of  the  town,  and  is  used  as  a  public  park  and  pleasure 
ground,  available  for  general  sports  and  recreation  purposes. 

The  chief  industries  in  the  town  are  a  Soap  Works,  Jam 
Factory,  Yacht  Building,  Chemical  W^orks,  Timber  Yards, 
Laundries.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(^)  General. 

There  is  a  local  district  Nursing  Committee  affiliated  to  the 
West  Sussex  County  Nursing  Association  who  employ  four  Queen’s 
Nurses,  all  residing  at  the  Nurses’  Home,  54  Rosslyn  Road. 

In  addition  to  ordinary  district  nursing  and  midwifery,  the 
nurses  carry  out  the  County  Council  health  services  in  connection 
with  Tuberculosis,  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare,  and  School 
Medical  work. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  local  district  nurses  visit,  on  behalf  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  all  cases  of  Measles,  Chickenpox,  Whooping  Cough, 
Mumps  and  Pneumonia,  and  render  such  nursing  services  as  may 
be  required.  The  Sanitary  Authority  pays  a  sum  of  ^100  per  annum 
for  these  services. 

Midwives. 

There  are  four  midwives  practising  in  the  district  ;  three  are 
the  district  nurses,  the  other  one  practises  privately. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  conduct  a  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  at  the  Shoreham  Town  Hall  every  Thursday 
afternoon,  the  Hall  being  lent  free  of  charge  by  the  District 
Council.  The  District  Nurses  conduct  this  centre,  one  of  the  local 
medical  practitioners  attending  fortnightly.  Tea  is  provided  by 
ladies  in  the  town.  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  also  conduct 
an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  the  Nurses’  Home,  54  Rosslyn  Road, 
Shoreham-by-Sea.  The  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays, 
at  2.30  p.m. 
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Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 


School  Clinics. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly,  Monday  and  Friday 
afternoons  at  the  Council  Infants’  School,  Ham  Road,  to  which  all 
school  children  can  be  sent.  A  Medical  Officer  attends  weekly. 

As  from  June  29th,  1937,  a  Dental  Clinic  is  held  at  the  new 
Health  Centre,  Middle  Road,  on  one  or  two  days  each  week. 

Children  suffering  from  defective  vision  are  treated  by 
appointment  at  an  Eye  Clinic  held  at  the  Worthing  Hospital,  and 
those  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  at  the  Brighton 
Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  under  arrangements  made  b)  the  VV’est 
Sussex  County  Education  Committee. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  from  time  to  time  at  the  Sussex  Throat 
and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  and  appointments  are  made  for 
children  suffering  from  ear  diseases  to  attend. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  periodically  at  Ham  Road  School, 
Shoreham-by-Sea,  to  which  school  children  are  taken  by  appoint¬ 
ment  for  treatment  of  crippling  defects.  The  Orthopaedic  Nurse 
supervises  children  who  have  been  prescribed  exercises  at  these 
Clinics. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  held 
at  the  Worthing  Hospital  every  Monday  at  10.30  a.m.,  is  available 
to  the  Residents  of  Shoreham.  Appointments  for  first  attendance 
should  be  made  through  the  County  Medical  Officer,  County  Hall, 
Chichester. 
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Venereal  Disease  Clinics. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council’s  arrangements  for  Venereal 
Clinics  are  as  follows  and  are  available  to  the  Residents  of 
Shoreham  : — Worthing  Hospital  Wednesdays  (women  3 — 4,  men 
4 — 5)  and  Fridays  (women  5 — 6,  men  6 — 7)  ;  or  at  the  Royal 
Portsmouth  Hospital,  for  men  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursday,  10  a.m. 
to  12  noon  and  5  p.m.  to  7  p.m.,  Wednesdays,  at  4  p.m.,  and  for 
women  on  Mondays,  3.30  to  5.30  p.m.  Wednesdays,  2  p.m.  to 
4  p.m,,  Fridays,  10  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

Venereal  Clinics  held  at  the  County  Hospital,  Brighton,  are 
also  available. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 

or  the  County  Council. 

1.  — Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Aldingbourne  House  Sanatorium,  near  Chichester,  the 
property  of  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  (70  beds.  Adults  61, 
Children  9). 

(b)  A  Tuberculosis  Ward  (12  beds)  at  the  Worthing  Isolation 
Hospital,  Swandean,  Durrington,  under  the  control  of  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council. 

(c)  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  an  agreement  with 
the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital,  Chichester,  to  receive  patients 
suffering  from  Surgical  Tuberculosis  at  a  fee  of  2\  guineas  per 
week.  Beds  are  also  retained  at  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  Hospital 
and  College,  Alton,  Hants,  and  at  the  Royal  Sea  Bathing 
Hospital,  Margate. 

2.  — Maternity. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  entered  into  agreements 
with  : — 

(1)  The  Sussex  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital,  79 — 80 
Buckingham  Road,  Brighton,  for  the  reception  of 
abnormal  cases. 
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(2)  The  East  Sussex  County  Council  for  the  reception  of 
cases  at  Southlands  Hospital,  Shoreham-by-Sea. 

(3)  The  Worthing  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  abnormal 
and  other  cases  in  the  Maternity  Home. 

(4)  The  Brighton  Corporation  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

3.  — Children. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  an  agreement  with  the 
Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Brighton,  whereby 
two  cots  are  reserved  for  the  admission  of  children  under  one  year 
requiring  in-patient  treatment. 

4.  — Fever. 

Sufferers  from  infectious  diseases  who  cannot  be  isolated  at 
home  are  removed  to  the  Hove  Isolation  Hospital.  Five  beds  are 
retained  at  an  annual  fee  of  £5  per  bed  and  £2.  9s.  Od.  per  week 
is  paid  when  a  bed  is  occupied.  Ambulance  charge  is  at  the  rate 
of  ninepence  per  mile. 

5.  — Smallpox. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  provision  for  the 
isolation  of  cases  of  Smallpox  at  the  Brighton  Smallpox  Hospital 
at  Fulking. 

Institutional  Provision,  other  than  that  provided  by  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee,  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children. — None. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases  are  removed  by  the  Hove  Corporation 
Infectious  Disease  Ambulance. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  The  Police 
Ambulance  and  such  facilities  as  are  provided  by  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  afford  the  means  of  removal  of  non-infectious 
and  accident  cases.  The  Ambulance  belonging  to  Southlands 
Hospital  is  available  for  the  removal  of  cases  sent  to  the  Hospital, 
when  required. 

If  at  any  time  the  Police  Ambulance  is  not  available,  the  Police 
Ambulance  of  the  Worthing  Petty  Sessional  Division  is  called  upon.

(a)  House  refuse. 

House  refuse  is  removed  weekly  by  the  Council  with  direct 
labour,  refuse  on  the  Beach  being  removed  bi-weekly.  The  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  the  controlled  tipping  method  and  is  collected  in 
a  mechanical  freighter. 
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(h)  Sewers. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Main  Drainage 
Scheme  in  July,  1938.  The  Scheme  involves  the  laying  of  approxi¬ 
mately  5  miles  of  sewers,  varying  from  6”  to  40'^  diameter  ; 
approximately  1  mile  of  Cast  Iron  Pumping  Mains,  varying  from 
5"  to  12"  diameter  ;  the  construction  of  No.  2  Pumping  Stations, 
storage  tanks,  etc.,  and  other  appurtenant  works. 

Section  No.  1  of  the  Surface  Water  Drainage  Scheme  was 
commenced  in  July,  1938.  The  Scheme  provides  for  the  laying  of 
approximately  1 J  miles  of  sewers  varying  from  15"  to  48"  diameter.
